TO all to whom these Presents shall come, greeting: WHEREAS by an Act 
passed in the Third year of His Majesty’s reign, c. 113, intituled, “ An Act 
to amend an Act passed in the fiftieth year of his late Majesty, for directing that 
“ accounts of increase and diminution of public salaries, pensions and allowances, 
“ shall be annually laid before Parliament ; and for regulating and controlling the 
“ granting and paying such salaries, pensions and allowances, it is amongst 
other things, “ Enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of His 
“ Majesty’s Treasury, by any order or warrant signed by the said Commissioners, 
“ or any three or more of them, to add to the list of offices and departments 
“ enumerated in the schedule to this Act, any other offices or departments which 
“ now exist, or which may hereafter be created or established, and to place the 
“ same, and the officers and persons belonging thereto, or employed therein, 
“ under the provisions of this Act, provided that in every such case the 
“ reasons for adding any such office or department shall be stated in such Order 
“ or Warrant, and a copy of every such Order or Warrant shall be laid before 
“ Parliament AND Whereas the Vice Treasurer of Ireland has submitted 
to us the propriety of placing the Clerk of the Loan Office in Ireland under the 
operation of the above recited Act ; Now know ye, That in pursuance of the 
Authority given unto us by the said recited Act, WE do hereby authorize and 
direct, that the Office of Clerk in the Loan Office in Ireland, be added to the 
list of offices and departments named in the said Act. Given under our hands, 
Whitehall Treasury Chambers, the 29th September 1823.
